He discussed the gorilla’s con- 
dition yesterday in a telephone 
conversation with Leonard 
Goss, director of the Cleve- 
land Zoo, a veterinarian.

tivity. The medicine is ad- 
ministered with a hypodermic 
needle fired into the gorilla 
from a distance of 10 feet.

After the “weak spell” which 
indicated the relapse last night, 
Mrs. Curley and two sons, the 
Rev. Francis X. Curley, S J., 
of Holy Cross College and 
George J. Curley of Boston, 
were summoned. Father Cur- 
ley gave his father the last 
rites of the Catholic church. 


Boss Curley was one of the 
most colorful political figures 
in Massachusetts’s modern 
history. 

In almost 50 years of public 


life, Curley held 11 municipal, | 


state and national offices, but 
he was most widely known for 
his two-year gubernatorial term 
when his appointments, poli- 
tical stratagems and purported 
extravagance gained him the 
title of “King James.” 

He loved the dramatic and 
ended his gubernatorial tenure

BERLIN, Nov. (AP) 
Premier Grotewohl indicated 
today Russia might be ready 
for a one-sided withdrawal of 
its troops from Germany; then 
suddenly back-tracked on hip 
announcement tonight.

The Soviet. Union had continued with its nuclear weapons 
tests after the “deadline” of Oct. 31, when the United States 


and Britain stopped testing. 


Red China continued to pour 
artillery fire on the island of 
Quemoy, held by the Chinese 
Nationalists. 

A disenchanted cynicism 
seemed to permeate diplomatic 
discussions both inside the 
United Nations and in Warsaw 
and Geneva. 


As soon as the United Na- 
tions General Assembly had 
passed a resolution calling for 
a stoppage of nuclear weapons 
tests during negotiations con- 
cerning the policing of such a 
stoppage, the Soviet deputy 
foreign minister, Valerian 
A. Zorin, issued a resounding 
attack on the resolution. 


No Change in Korea. 
When the United Nations 
Political Committee passed a 
resolution this week calling for 
free elections in North and 
South Korea and the unifica- 
tion of that divided country, 
Zorin declared “this will not 

change anything in Korea.” 
Both in the case of nuclear 
tests and in the case of Korea, 
the point stressed by the 
Russians—and by the Ameri- 
cans—was national security 


Also in Geneva, discussions 
were beginning on prevention 
of surprise attack—a vital se- 
curity issue for both the United 
States and Russia. 

Single-Minded ‘ 

Neutral diplomats here did 
not question the right, and 
duty, of American and Russian 
statesmen to defend the secur- 
ify interests of their respective 
nations. What was disturbing to 
some of these diplomats, how- 
ever, was the single-minded 
purpose with which such inter- 
ests seémed to be pursued. 

In the absence of a minimum 
of mutual ‘trust—and it seemed 
to be conspicuously absent— 
absolute security for each an- 
tagonist could only be achieved 
by “elimination” of the oppos- 
ing party. Any attempt to 
achieve that end was something 
the neutral diplomats were far 
from eager to welcome. 

In the atmosphere created by 
the pursuit of great-power se- 
curity objectives, furthermore, 
the dominant note among near- 
ly all the diplomats gathered 
here in the U.N. tends, at this 
point, to be one of disillusion- 
ment.

It is doubtful that Khrushchev’s threats 
against West Berlin amount to more than 
high-powered campaign oratory—or 
interference in the domestic affairs of an- 
other country. With elections .coming in 
Berlin, it would be characteristic for the 
Kremlin to turn up the pressure for whatever 
it might yield. 

If Khrushehev has more in mind, the mat- 
ter is indeed serious. A renewal of anything 
like the 1948 blockade would involve not 
only the World War II allies but NATO. Wal- 
ter Lippmann reports that Khrushchev fears 
the United States will resort to hot war if the 
cold wer goes against H. Does he then really 
want to make serious trouble? What could 
he possibly gain in Berlin worth the risk of 
catastrophe? 

Sunday’s “elections” in East Berlin hardly 
warrant the Kremlin’s notice. In Communist 
fashion, there will be only one slate of hand- 
pieked candidates, and the results are a fore- 
gone conclusion, But the West Berlin elec- 
tions on Dec. 7 will be a different story. 
There, under the four-power agreement on 
the control of Germany, the Communists will 
support a full list of candidates against the 
West German political parties. 

The Reds got only 3 per cent of the vote 
in the last elections, so any increase would be 
grist for their propaganda mills. If the in- 
crease were substantial—and this seems most 
unlikely—it would cause concern in the West, 
and it might even weaken the determination 
of West Berliners to hold out on their island 
in the Red sea, 

Khrushchev must have known that he was 
talking nonsense when he denounced the foun- 
dation of the present divided status of Berlin. 
He must know that Russia cannot transfer its 
rights in the Eastern sector to its puppet gov- 
ernment. Russia gained its rights by partici- 
pation in the war against Hitler, and by four- 
power agreement; they are not transferable. 
Britain, France and the United States have 
made it explicit that they will accept no uni- 
lateral change. 

It is quite probable that Khrushchev is 
thinking about the long-run question of Ger- 
man reunification, Anything he can do or say 
to weaken the Western position, especially in 
German minds, might promote an eventual 
settlement acceptable to Moscow. And Mos- 
cow’s pre-condition for some time has been 
recognition of the East German regime and 
direct negotiations between it and Bonn. This 
is out of the question under the present gov- 
ernment in Bonn. Yet in their way, the Rus- 
sians count on time’s slow erosion of Western 
positions. That is all the more reason for 
believing that they would not want to take 
dangerous chances now. 

If this analysis should be incorrect, the 
West would have to be as resolute as it was 
a decade ago. On that score, there can be no 
doubt. International agreements cannot be 
permitted to be scuttled by force or by uni- 
lateral fiat; they should be changed only by 
other international agreements. 

The tragedy of the German situation is that 
in all the 10 long years since the Berlin block- 
ade no truly serious effort has been made to 
reach an acceptable new agreement on Ger- 
many. The West has gone on insisting that 
Germany be reunified as a military partner 
of the West, and the Kremlin has gone on in- 
sisting that any new Germany be open to 
political domination by the Communists. When 
will both sides come to their senses and 
seek agreement that enables both to with- 
draw their arms from the center of Europe? 


And Now Vursell 


The last remaining doubtful congressional 
race, that in the Twenty-third (Southern) IIli- 
nois District, now appears to have been de- 
cided. In a total of 130,000 votes, George E. 
Shipley, 31-year-old Democratic Sheriff of 
Richland county, holds an edge of 176 votes 
over eight-term Republican Representative 
Charles W. Vursell, 77, former newspaper 
publisher at Salem. Mr. Vursell has not con- 
ceded and says that his friends probably will 
demand a House recount if he is declared the 
loser. But he seems to have no eagerness to 
go back to Washington. “Why,” he asks, 
“should I be punished by further association 
with people going in the wrong direction?” 

It just is possible that Congressman Vursell 
has been going the wrong way. He has been 
one of the deep-dyed reactionaries of Congress 
these past 15 years, out of tune with the 
Eisenhower Republicans and with the times 
generally. Yet somehow the voters of his 
district learned little about his voting record 
until the 1954 and 1956 campaigns when his 
opponent, in those elections, Albert Imle, 
Hillsboro business man, put the Vursell rec- 
ord in paid newspaper advertisements over 
the 15 counties. Mr. Imle also told the facts 
about the unconscionable political milking of 
the New Harmony toll bridge, which is in the 
Vursell district. 

Mr. Imle lost the 1954 and 1956 races but 
he cut down heavily the old Vursell majorities 
and thus opened the way for the Congress- 
man's retirement in 1958. If Mr. Shipley now 
scores a putout, he ought to credit Mr. Imle 
with an assist that started the play four years 
ago. 


For Not Looking the Other Way 


The most pathetic aspect of the European 
landscape is the refugee camp. When Hitler's 
concentration camps were torn open by the 
allied armies, there was rejoicing everywhere 
over the liberation of their surviving victims. 
Yet some of these had no place to go. So 
spirit-deadening rows of shacks remained. 

The barbed-wire did come down. Leaks 
were patched with new tar-paper. The daily 
ration became life-sustaining. A father could 
teach his boys to make brushes, wooden let- 
ter-openers and other little objects which 
might bring a bit of money, A child might be 
taught to play the violin.

Wrong Kind of Aid 


The General Accounting Office—Congress’s 
“watchdog” on finances—has just made pub- 
lic a report on deficiencies of our foreign aid 
program in Laos. GAO's report underscores 
the findings of a former foreign aid officer 
in that tiny Asian country, whose article is 
reprinted on this page. 

Where the writer says that America has 
flooded a primitive country with money and 
goods it could not absorb, and therefore has 
prompted both inflation and corruption, the 
GAO makes no effort to locate cause and ef- 
fect. But the agency does say too many auto- 
mobiles and such items have been shipped to 
Laos, and it does report profiteering and ir- 
regularities in use of aid funds. 

By GAO figures, the United States has sent 
$45,000,000 yearly into Laos in the last three 
years, The question it does not try to answer 
is whether Laotian aid is the kind that helps 
or hurts. 


Jordan Seethes Again 


Whether the incident of King Hussein's 
interrupted vacation will touch off the widely 
expected new Middle East crisis is anybody's 
guess. But the fact that a new crisis has been 
widely expected is itself a sad commentary on 
the situation there. If Nasser should act to 
take over Jordan, Israel is almost certain to 
seize some Jordan territory, and the fat once 
more would be in the fire. 

It is to the interest of the United Nations 
to prevent that from happening if possible. 
But what “urgent action” it can take in re- 
sponse to Hussein's request is not clear. Hus- 
sein says he was “attacked” in the air ‘over 
Syria. But there seems to have been no 
shooting, and the young king unfortunately 
seems to have been flying where he had no 
right to be without permission. Perhaps 
the Syrians were trying to kidnap him as the 
signal for an uprising in Jordan, but that 
would be hard to prove. 

Basically the trouble is that Hussein rules 
an artificial nation so inherently unstable that 
recurrent crises are inevitable. He cannot 
keep power without British military support, 
and yet grows politically weaker whenever he 
accepts it. The British, for their part, have 
yielded leadership in the Middle East to the 
United States, and American policy is to mud- 
dle through the crises if possible, but do noth- 
ing between crises to build permanent and 
stable settlements. So long as that is our 
policy, we can expect to face turmoil at inter- 
vals—at somebody else's discretion. 


It Wasn’t Necessary 


The Newark Bay railroad disaster of Sept. 
15 probably could have been prevented, Au- 
tomatic train control equipment on the Jer- 
sey Central commuter train that plunged 
from an open drawbridge could have saved 
those 48 lives. So runs the report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission after a de- 
tailed study of this ghastly case,

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A Bulwark Built on Sand 


U.S. Policy May Weaken Little Laos Instead of Creating Barrier to Communism

The decision to build up the stra- 
tegically located kingdom of Laos 
as “a bulwark against Communism” 
in Southeast Asia was made in 
Washington three and a half years 
ago. Since then we have given more 
than $135,000,000 to that landlocked 
country, the least developed of the 
three kingdoms that used to make up 
French Indochina. What have we 
accomplished?

A United States Defense Depart- 
ment official testified. befare a con- 
gressional hearing last June that the 
Laotian Army had two functions. 
One was to “provide initial resistance 
in the event that any attack be made 
from the north or northeast.” And 
yet while I was in Laos I did not 
meet one French or Laotian officer 
who expected resistance at all if 
either the Chinese or the Vietminh 
should intervene in force. Many 
Laotians said frankly they didn’t 
expect that any Western troops could 
or would come to their rescue and 
that ap A themselves would not wait 
to see what happened but would take 
off their uniforms and return to 
their villages. 

The army’s second function, ae- 
cording to the Defense Department 
official, was to “assure internal se- 
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curity.” This problem, however, has 
changed substantially with the emer- 
gence of the Pathet Lao as a legal 
political party and the incorporation 
of two former Pathet Lao battalions 
into the army itself. 

Now let us take a look at the 
economic consequences of the de- 
cision that was made in Washington 
three and a half years ago. Having 
agreed to pay for this remarkable 
army, we had to find a way of 
quickly converting the dollars appro- 
og for it into Laotian currency 
(Kip). 

After negotiations between the 
governments in Washington and 
Vientiane, it was agreed that the 
Laotian treasury would print enough 
new kip to pay the army, build its 
barracks, and buy its food, and that 
for every thirty-five kip printed the 


United States would deposit one 
dollar to the Laotian treasury's ac- 
counts in American banks. This was 
the rate of exchange that prevailed 
in French Indochina before the 
Geneva Agreements of 1954. 

To sop up the’ vast amount of 
new kip printed to support the Lao- 
tian Army, we underwrote a large- 
scale import program. Under this 
arrangement a Laotian importer 
would pay thirty-five kip to the 
Laotian treasury for every dollar's 
worth of goods he was licensed to 
import, and the exporter would then 
be paid in dollars outside Laos. 

The items approved by ICA for 
importation and the dollar quotas 
assigned them have not borne much 
relation to the needs or purchasing 
habits of the Laotian people. For 
most of the entrepreneurs involved, 
the transactions have been nothing 
more than a way of converting kip 
into dollars at an extremely profit- 
able rate of exchange; it is not to be 
assumed that any article actually has 
been imported into Laos in the 
quantity approved. 

Most “importers” have chosen 
items that eventually could be sold 
in Thailand if they had to be brought 
into Laos at all. False import-export 
documents have been easy to obtain 
—especially in Thailand. 


There has been a fairy-tale im- 
plausibility about mueh of the busi- 
ness carried on. In 1955 and 1956, 
licenses were issued for the importa- 
tion of more than $4,500,000 worth 
of textiles—despite the fact that 
Laotians spin and weave what they 
need in every hut of every village. 
During the same period, about 
$1,300,000 worth of automobiles were 
ostensibly imported into a country 
where even the army’s four-whee!- 
drive vehicles are unusable most of 
the year. 


ICA has made various efforts to 
eliminate or at least to reduce the 
widespread fraud our military-aid 
program brought into Laos. It re- 
mains te be seen how effective these 
measures will be. But so far as ! 
can see, they leave untouched the 
central problem: the role and char- 
acter of the Laotian Army and the 
expanded police force, which will 
continue to require large subventions 
in the form of essentially uncon- 
trolled cash-grant dollars. 


Instead of creating a situation of 
military strength as a “bulwark 
against Communism,” our policy has 
made Laos into what a recent report 
of the General Accounting Office ha* 
ealled “a financial: dependency” of 
the United States. It would be bad 
enough if the money had been mere- 
ly wasted. The record to date, how- 
ever, shows that our Laotian policy 
has demoralized our friends and 
strengthened our enemies.

More Tuberculosis Tests for © 


Schoendienst; One Negative 


One test has proved negative 


—indicating an absence of tu- 


berculosis—but the results of 
a more sensitive test of Red 
Schoendienst’s chest will not 
be known for several weeks, ac- 
cording to his physician, Dr. 
Raymond T. Martin. Schoen- 
dienst, the Milwaukee Braves’ 
second baseman and a long- 
time Cardinal star, has been 
under observation at St. John’s 
Hospital since Saturday and 
Braves’ officials announced last 
night that there is a suspicion 
of tuberculosis. 


Schoendienst was scheduled . . 


to be transferred to Mount St. 
Rose Hospital this afternoon. 

During the past season 
Schoendienst was handicapped 
first by a broken finger, a rib 
injury, a prolonged chest cold 
and finally by an ailment diag- 
nosed as pleurisy, Red, who 
will be 36 on Feb. 2, played 
106 games and batted .262 as 
the Braves won the National 
League pennant. 

He returned to the Braves’ 
lineup sooner than planned be- 
cause rookie second baseman 
Mel Roach suffered a serious 
knee injury. Schoendienst then 
went on to star in the World 
Series, hitting .300 and doing 
an outstanding job of fielding. 

It was a test of Schoen- 
dienst’s sputum that proved 
negative, according to Dr. Mar- 
tin. To be more certain, how- 
ever, the sputum was injected 
into a guinea pig which is more 
susceptible to the tuberculosis 
germ. It is the result of this 
test that will not be known for 
some time,

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“Rocket ‘Tow Trucks’ Will Be 
Needed in Space, Expert Says 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov.’ orbits, 
12 (UPI)—The time is coming, 
a scientist said today,* when 
space traffic will be so heavy 
that it will be necessary to 
have fleets of rocket-powered 
“tow trucks” ready to rescue 
astronauts in trouble between 
earth and the planets. 

Dr. Norman V. Petersen of 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. said 
there eventually will be needed 
“rescue and retrieve vehicles to 
perform emergency missions, 
assuring crew survival from 
malfunctioning or isolated satel- 
lite, and space vehicles.” 

Although man has yet to 
blast even a few pounds of 
matter as far as the moon, 238,- 
000 miles away, Petersen and 
other space experts were look- 
ing ahead to the hazards of in- 
terplanetary travel. They pre- 
sented their ideas at the sec- 
ond international symposium 
on space physics and medicine. 


Reasonable Chance. 


Col. Paul A. Campbell of the 
Air Force opened a session on 
“resuce in space” with the dec- 
laration that “a man or a crew 
or an expedition will not be 
sent into space by our nation 
until there is a reasonable 
chance of a safe journey and of 
safe recovery in case of acci- 
dent.”

GOAL MINE WALKOUT 
DEADUNE REPORTED

NEW YORK, Nov. 12—A de- 
mand by John L. Lewis for a 
bar on the handling of non- 
union coal has stalled negotia- 
tions for a new wage contract 
covering 180,000 coal miners. 


Industry sources disclosed 
yesterday that Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers, 
had set Jan. 1 informally as 
the deadline for a new agree- 
ment in the bituminous fields. 

The alternative might be a 
simultaneous shutdown on New 
Year’s day of mos? soft and 
hard coal mines. Lewis gave 
formal notice last week that 
the union would terminate its 
contract with the anthracite 
operators Jan. 1. 

The last major shutdown oc- 
curred eight years ago. Since 
then Lewis and the Bituminous 


Coal Operators Association 
have established a co-operative 
relationship. 


Persons familiar with the 
contract talks said a snag de- 
veloped this year over Lewis's 
insistence that the operators 
agree not to handle, use or sell 
non-union coal or finance non- 
union mining operations. 

The mine owners expressed 
support for the idea, but they 
said they saw no way of writ- 
ing a bar into the contract 
without making themselves 
subject to prosecution under 
federal anti-trust laws. 

The industry suggested that 
Lewis end his 1l-year-old re- 
fusal to qualify for elections 
under the Taft-Hartley Act. 
The owners are convinced that 
most non-union mines, which 
produce more than 20 cent 
of all soft coal, would accept 
unionization if National Labor 
Relations Board votes were 
held. Lewis has balked, as a 
matter of principle, at signing 
non-Communist affidavits re- 
quired for qualification under 
the act. 

No discussion has yet been 
held on wages. The basic bitu- 
sr wage is now $22.25 a 
ay.

Lincoln Saw It 


I WAS at the Francis Scott Key Hotel in Frederick, 
Md. I had driven 500 miles from above Knoxville, Tenn., 
to this quaint town and the car and I were tired. The sleep 
was deep and I awakened with the left elbow under the 

_ ~~ fallen asleep nine hours 
before. 

The blinds were raised. 
It was Sunday morning. 
Church bells, the whip of 
the faithless, rang. From 
the high window, the 
mountains to the north 
looked green and cool. 
At the bottom of the 
slopes, the narrow curv- 
ing streets and white 
houses and shops of 
Frederick traced a re- 
fined scar through the 
valley. 

I did not see Frederick 
as it was on that day. I 
saw it as it was long ago. 
There was a time when 

* Stonewall Jackson’s men 
JIM BISHOP marched north through 

these streets. He sat a big 
gray horse and his flankers rode ahead and close to the 
eurbs, looking up at the windows for opposition. 

There was none. An old lady stood on a stoop waving 
a Confederate flag back and forth. “The Lord bless your 
dirty ragged souls!” she yelled. Later, some Union cavalry 
eame through, and another woman, named Barbarie Frfiet- 
ehie, close to a hundred years old, spread an American 
flag from an upstairs window and waved it. 


The legend-makers said later that she had un- 
furled it at the Confederate troops, and shouted: 
“Shoot if you must this old gray head, but spare 
your country’s flag.” It was not true. It made a 
great poem, that’s all. 


Later, President Abraham Lincoln came to this town. 
The Union troops were drawn up to listen to him. They 
stood at parade rest, leaning on their long rifles. He didn’t 
have much to say. “I also return thanks,” he said in that 
high, wind-whipped voice, “not only to the soldiers, but to 
the good citizens of Frederick . . . and I say this with no 
malice in my heart to those who have done otherwise.” 
He said that he had hopes that their children, and their 
children’s children for a thousand generations, would be 
happy in a unified country. 

He left the grandstand and walked through the town, 
and came to a house where Confederate wounded lay. He 
asked for permission to go in. Some Southern sympathizers 
looked at him, and stood aside, Lincoln stood in a big 
room, looking at the beds, looking at the blood-stained 
bandages, the half-faces, the stumps of legs, and he said 
quietly that he would be pleased to shake these wounded 
by the hand, if they had no objection. 

To some he said: “We are enemies through uncontrol- 
able circumstances.” He said that he had no hard feelings. 
He hoped that all of these men would have the best of care. 
Some studied his face, and saw the deep melancholy in his 
eyes. They broke and wept. They tugged at his hand as 
at a bell rope. 


When he left, he rode with his old friend, 
Ward Lamon, in an army ambulance drawn by two 
horses. “Lamon,” said the President, “sing me a 
sad song.” And Lamon, who sang because the 
President could not, sang the old “Forty Years 
Ago” song. 

It goes like this: 


“T’'ve wandered to the village, Tom; I’ve sat beneath 
the tree 

Upon the schoolhouse playground, that sheltered 
you and me; 

But none were left to greet me, Tom, and few were 
left to know 

Who played with us upon the green, some 40 years 
ago. 


“Near by the spring, upon the elm you know I cut 
your name; 

Your sweetheart’s just beneath it, Tom; and you 

did mine the same. 

Some heartless wretch has peeled the bark; ’twas 
dying sure but slow, 

Just as she died whose name you cut, some 40 
years ago. 


“My lids have long been dry, Tom, but tears come 
to my eyes; 

I thought of her I loved so well, those early broken 
ties; , 

I visited the old churchyard, and took some flowers 
to throw 

Upon the graves of those we loved, some 40 years 
ago.” 


I packed my bags. The bellboy picked them up. I took 

a last look at Frederick. And I wondered why I seldom see 
a town as it is, but always as it was...

Golden Days of the Theater in St. Louis 


Old Vic Company Stirs Bright Memories of Great Performances Over 52-Year Span 


By John T. Stewart

THE APPEARANCE of the 
Old Vic Company at the Ameri- 
can Theater stirred memories 
of steady theatergoing in St. 
Louis that began with the win- 


ter season of 1906-07. These 
random recollections of 52 
years may revive characters and 
scenes from live shows for 
other oldtimers, some of whom 


will be able, no doubt, to cor- 
rect both my impressioris* 4nd 
dates. 


The long list of local play- 
houses where I have been en- 
tertained is wide if not uni- 
formly high. Before movies and 
television, we had a choice 
suited to purse and taste. In 
recent years we have had a 
short season at one theater. 


The old Olympic Theater, on 
Broadway south of Market 
street, must head the theater 
list of any man who remem- 
bers St. Louis from World’s 
Fair days. E. H. Sothern, who 
gave me more pleasure than 
any other actor I have ever 
seen, appeared in “Hamlet” at 
the Olympic in January 1900. 
He and Julia Marlowe played 
“Twelfth Night” there for a 
week in March 1906. 


In the old playbill, which I 
found at Central Public Li- 
brary, there is an advertisement 
for Tony Faust’s Restaurant, 
across the street, at Broadway 
and Elm street: “Sunday din- 
ner, 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. One Dol- 
lar.” A nearby hotel restaurant 
offered members of the cast 
free drinks and food after the 
show. At Saturday matinees 
every woman was given a box 
of chocolates. 

Playgoers came by train from 
towns in Missouri and Illinois; 
the Illinois Central Railroad 
ran an after-the-show train to 
Springfield, Ill. These visitors, 
who generally combined shop- 
ping with the theater, could get 
a hearty luncheon at the best 
places for 50 cents; then, if 
they really knew their way 
around, they went to the Plant- 
ers Hotel for the best cup of 
coffee in town, a dime. 


A full generation later, I saw 
Sothern and Miss Marlowe in 
“Hamlet” and “Twelfth Night” 
at the beautiful Shubert Thea- 
ter, Twelfth and Locust streets, 
now the Union Electric Build- 
ing. Malvolio, “a kind of Puri- 
tan,” was Sothern’s most 
congenial role, as many critics 
of his day agreed. He was a 
born comedian, a rare bird; he 
started his long career as lead- 
ing comedian in a traveling 
company in his native England, 


I was a student at McKen- 
dree College, Lebanon, IIl., 
when Sir Johnston Forbes-Rob- 
ertson performed Shakespeare 
at the Shubert for a week in 
1913. He brought his own com- 
pany for his “farewell” tour, 
though his last appearance in 
the United States was in 1916, 
when he played “Hamlet” at 
Harvard. I was one of a small 
party of students who made the 
trip by trolley; we had saved 
nickels and dimes from the 
odd-jobs by which we kept our- 
selves in school (no student 
made the trip who could really 
afford it, and that’s how play- 
goers are). 

I remember that night at the 
Shubert as though it were the 
day before yesterday, and it 
was 45 years ago. ‘(And that’s 
what happens to you when you 
see great actors in great plays). 
There must have been several

hundred high school and col- 
lege students and their teachers 
in the andience. 


British drama critics said of 
Forbes-Robertson, ‘‘People 
went to see him act rather 
than his play.” And what's 
wrong with that? If you love 
drama you get your money’s 
worth either way. The famous 
star said of himself he was 
“not temperamentally suited” 
to be an actor. A London critic 
wrote, “He brought the cloudy 
figure of Hamlet within the 
understanding of the simplest 
audience.” As I remember, 
Forbes-Robertson’s voice was 
the finest organ of speech I 
ever heard in Shakespeare— 
and I’ve heard Maurice Evans 
with pure delight. 

Robert B. Mantell appeared 
in St. Louis nearly every year 
during his career—he was the 
matinee idol of the generation 
before John Barrymore. A re- 
viewer wrote of his perform- 
ance at the Olympic in 1905, 
“His glorious voice rang 
through the auditorium with 
its great sombre notes like 
some big organ which might 
raise the roof by its own power 
if its owner intended it so, and 
yet Mantell never ranted.” 


I have enjoyed performances 
of plays by O'Neill, Tennessee 
Williams, Arthur Miller and 
William Inge; and a Mantell 
voice or manner, would have 
been ludicrous in any of them. 

Maurice Evans brought 
Shakespeare to the American 
in the late "30s. Next to Forbes- 
Robertson's “Hamlet,” Evans's 
performance in “Richard II” 
was the most stirring reading 
of blank verse I ever heard. 
For “Richard II” this was for- 
tunate, for the play has no 
other excuse for public per- 
formance. Evans's uncut ver- 
sion of “Hamlet” was exciting; 
King Claudius was a

eature of villainy; there was 
the same strong hint of incest 
in the bedroom scene between 
Hamlet and his mother as in 
the Old Vic Company’s version. 
When I studied the play at old 
Central High School, St. Louis, 
and at McKendree College, this 
angle was not emphasized. 

Another “Hamlet” was 
brought here in the years be- 
fore World War I; and I have 
found only a few persons who 
remember it. William Kendal 
was a distinguished British 
actor of the old school, trained 
from youth in elocution, like 
Forbes-Robertson. I saw him 
play to a half-empty house at 
the old Garrick Theater. 

Kendal’s friends on Broad- 
way said he paid dearly for his 
devotion to Shakespeare. When 
he felt the urge, he would re- 
cruit a company, rehearse 
them, then go on tour, living 
every day on the brink of fi- 
nancia] disaster. 

The late Walter Hampden, 
whom I saw several times, 
played “Othello” as a black 
man in the '20s. Hampden ex- 
plained in a private interview 
that he was abandoning the 
road because he could no long- 
er recruit a company for 
Shakespeare; young men and 
women studying and starving 
in New York, were unwilling 
to undertake the hardships of 
the road; besides, they were 
living in hope of either Holly- 
wood or a Broadway hit. Hamp- 
den himself wound up in Holly- 
wood, 

Jane Cowl, the most gor- 
geous creature I ever saw on 
the stage, played Viola in 
“Twelfth Night” at the Shu- 
bert in 1931. She used a small, 
revolving stage in the middle 
of the big stage. In a little 
curtain speech Miss Cowl said 
she was “delighted to hear the 
laughter of young voices.” She 
had an audience of youngsters, 
and they loved the antique 
comedy of Shakespeare playing 
in fun, with gusto and exag- 
gerated mimicry. 

Playing Shakespeare “calls 
for ‘ham’ but it must be good 
*ham.’ ° 

This was what a famous 
teacher of Shakespeare told his 
graduate students at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Well, 
in 52 years I have seen plenty 
of “ham” good, awful, but 
mostly mediocre. There was 
“good ham” at the American 
when the Old Vic troupers per- 
formed “Henry V" and “Ham- 
let.” 

But when IY saw them in 
“Henry V” it was the oldest 
audience I ever saw at the 
American, and the house was 
not filled. Where were the 
teen-agers? Do they have no 
feeling or regard for the living 
stage? Do they really believe 
that what they see and hear on 
television is worthy drama? 
The student whose only impres- 
sion of the art is taken from

the movie screen or television 
set could not even imagine 
what was offered in the “good 
old days.” 


Th first play I ever saw was 
“Rip Van Winkle,” starring Jo- 
seph Jefferson Jr.; perhaps he 
was the third and last of the 
same family and name who 
played the part. It drew packed 
houses to the old Century 
Theater, Ninth and Olive 
streets. McTague’s Restaurant 
was in the basement, but my 
crowd couldn't afford to eat 
there; we bought a piece of 
coconut cream pie and a glass 
of milk at Horn’s for a nickel. 
We walked, of course, from my 
neighborhood, Grand and Park. 

The Century offered Lew 
Dockstader and his minstrels, 
McIntyre and Heath, and Julian 
Eltinge in his impersonations 
of women. 

An old man’s memory plays 
him tricks: I remember John 
Drew's gesture of hauteur in 
pulling off his gloves, but not 
the house where he played. 

At the Imperial Theater, 
Tenth and Pine streets, I saw 
perhaps the worst perform- 
ances of a lifetime—Molnar’s 
“The Devil,” and “Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde.” 

The Columbus, Sixth and St. 
Charles, offered top vaudeville 
acts. In recent years I have 
wondered many times how Jack 
Norworth and Nora Bayes 
would make out on television's 
colossal variety shows where 
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Big Names survive by “taking 
in each other’s washing.” 
Havlin’s presented blood and 


thunder; the gallery often got 
out of hand and the show 
would stop till order could be 
restored. I wonder how many 
fake locomotives and how many 
villains in prison stripes, how 
many mortgages and mus- 
taches, I saw on that stage. A 
block away was the Standard: 
“Home of folly. Two frolics 
daily.” The Gayety, which oc- 
cupied an old church, offered 
the next cut higher in chorus 
girls and smirking comedians. 
(But what brought blushes to 
our gaslit cheeks now is multi- 
plied in the best places. I 
wouldn't dare tell my grand- 
children what.made us laugh). 


Other playhouses were the 
Hippodrome for circus acts, 
Grand Opera House, the old 
downtown American, Seventh 
and Market; Delmar Garden, 
where I watched a dreadful 
imitation of Mrs. Leslie Cart- 
er’s “Zaza”; and the stock com- 
panies, first successful, then 
flops, at the Princess (now the 
American), and the Empress 
(now a church), 


THESE ARE the chronicles 
of an older generation that 
wore blue serge suits and de- 
tachable starched collars and 
B.V.D.s. Great names, great 
voices; and we believed we un- 
derstood the meaning of long- 
winded speeches by characters 
“noble in reason.” But when 
the Old Vic players recited the 
long speeches in “Henry V” 
and “Hamlet,” there was preci- 
ous little response from the 


audience, much more for the

comedy antics. 
happened in the realm of ideas 
which moves us or leaves us 
cold. And the living stage re- 
veals this as in a mirror. 


Something has 


The sorrows and exploits of 
kings and princes cannot move 
us. When “Henry V” wails in 
self-pity, “O hard condition!” 
we want to laugh. And there 
are too many living war veter- 
ans around, too many veterans’ 
hospitals, for us to maintain a 
stage illusion that warfare is 
glorious adventure—we had no 
trouble ‘grasping the message 
of “What Price Glory?” or of 
“The Bridge on the River 
Kwai.” 


I used to think that “Hamlet” 
could never fail; now I am not 
as sure. Myles Standish, in his 
Post-Dispatch review of the Old 
Vie “Hamlet,” said, “The num- 
erous different ways it has 
been approached and analyzed 
is part of its fascination.” Even 
that fascination appeared and 
sounded thin. If the charm of 
300 years still holds, if any 
fascination is left in the “dark 
and tender” Prince, it springs 
from the spectacle of a man 
who is afraid to look into his 
own soul, We are sophisticated 
and case-hardened against 
dramatics. But we are afraid, 
too. What modern man fears 
most is no longer hell but the 
devil in himself.
